ITH gate receipts which were sub- 
stantially higher than those of last 
year's record Show, the Ossory Agri- 

cultural Society is to be congratulated on 

the success of its annual fixture here to-day. 

Che entries, reaching a total of 750, were 

lower than twelve months ago, but higher 

than st any previous Show, contrary to 
general expéctations. The fixture has the 
advantage of being located in a purely agri- 
cultral district, with few counter-attractions,

BEST DAIRY COW, 


At to-day’s show the best dairy cow was 
a cross-bred shown by Mr. Michael Maher, 
Rathdowney, who was awarded the Castle- 
town Cup. The Dunmore Cup, for the best 
exhibit in the pure-bred cattle classes, was 
awarded to Viscount De Vesci for an eighteen 
months old roan shorthorn heifer by 
Durrow Ian. As the donors of this cup 
will not compete for it until some 
other exhibitor has won it twice, their 
champion shorthorn, the stylish red six-year- 
old bull, Glenpatrick Robert, by Glenpatrick 
Cupbearer, was not before the judges—other- 
wisé the verdict might have been different. 
Mr. Harry Franks had the champion Aber- 
deen-Angus in his three-year-old bull, Zeniga 
of Castleview, by Keynoté of Skillymarno.

HIS TRIBUTE TO IRISH 
HOSPITALITY.

By a SPECLAL CORRESPONDENT, - 

R. GEORG VON DEHN, German 
Minister to the Free State, who is 
leaving Ireland soon to represent: his 

country in Rumania, spoke to me in an inter- 
view yesterday of the happy experiences he 
has enjoyed since he came to Dublin as 
Germany's ConsuJ-General ten years ago. 

We sat in a room at the Legation sur- 
rounded by the valuable curios and art 
treasures which he has spent years in collect. 
ing and of which he loves to talk. Bhere 
were Chinese vases of the Ming dynasty; a 
Chinese Fo, beautifully preserved, stood on a 
table which was.covered with a Persian 


different parts of the room; a massive Louis 
XVI. chandelier hung from the céiling, and 
the mantelpiece held two German candle- 
sticks of the Renaissance period and of 
colossal stature. 

A sixteenth century tapestry hung over the 
mantelpiece, and in the spaces between the 
fine carved bookcasés the walls were deco- 
rated with paintings of the Flemish school. 
An old Flemish brass plate, ornamented by 
Dysart with Scriptural designs, did duty as 
an occasional table. At one side of the room 
stood two signed photographs—one of Presi- 
dent Hindenburg and the other of Hitler. 


HORSES AND SCENERY. 


The Minister himself was in riding breeches 
and boots, for he had just come from the 
polo ground. Horses are one of the domi- 
nant passions vi his life, and he confessed 
that he will always remember somewhat 
wistfully the pleasures of the polo ground and 
the hunting field which he experienced while 
he was in Ireland. He speaks of Irish horses 
and Irish scenerv in the same breath—of 
Irish horses as being the best in the world, 
and of the West of Ireland scenery as being 
like (not ‘‘ second to,” he insists, but “‘like’’) 
the Black Forest. Irish hospitality, he 
added, is famous, and he has found it every- 
thing that it is said to be. 


had not sat on a home, despite his enthusiasm 
for riding, for years. During the war, in 
which he served as a cavalry officer, he was 
severcly wounded in Russia, and was unable 
to occupy the saddle again until 1924, when 
he began to hunt with the Ward Union 
Hounds.
